The total state apportionment for 
non-resident high 
school 
pupils 
for the 1937-38 school year was 
$1,865,460. 
The August payment 
was $739,684,59, or 39.65 per cent. 
"If the apportionment is paid in 
full,” said Lloyd W. King, 
State 
Superintendent of Schools, 
“high 
school districts will be reimbursed 
in full on account of the attend­ 
ance of non-resident pupils 
for 
the first time since the enactment 
of the 1931 school law.” 
During the 1937-38 school year, 
42,608 non-resident high 
school 
pupils were enrolled. 
These rural 
pupils went to school enough to 
establish an average daily attend­ 
ance of approximately 37,309. The

is made on the basis of $50

A payment of $1310.09 has been
